A Complicated Case. 


In the Supreme Court (Origina! Juris- 
diction) this’ morning His. Lordship Sir 
Francis Piggott (Ohief Justice) gavo a 
lengthy ‘judgment in.tho flour caso. 

In this cago, aaid tho Chief Justice, tho’ 
title to the property in 1 considerable 
numbér of bags of flour, to which there are 
many claimants, is in issuo. Stated vory 
briefly, the material facts are theso.-.. The 
Kwong Yik Wo were largo dealers in flour 
which ‘they kept stored in the Hop Yik 
Godowns. The firm obtained advances on 
‘its consigomonts of flour from the Fat Kee 
and Hung Shoung-Fitms, and from tho 
Yan. On Insurance Co, and also from Mrs 
Musso, the owner, of, the godowns, In 
consequence of fintncial difficulties tho 
mariaging partner of the firm,’ Lee 
King Shok, disappenred, and tho firm was 
made bankrupt; the Oficial Receiver being 
appointed Trustee. Ho Sam, tho mavager 
of the Hop Yiek Gadownis, also disappeared 
at aboubthe same time. Immodiately after 
the “disappearance. of the principal actors 
in the transactions which have led'to these’ 

roceedings, it waa discovered that very’ 
ittlo flour remained in the godowns, and 
what was thero-had been seized: by. Mru,
